It is becoming increas- 
¢ingly apparent that Frank- 
lin County jurors hearing a 
criminal Case in which the 
state's chief witness is of 
questionable character, 
the defendant is virtually 

certain 'to be acquitted. 

The acquittal of 33 year 
old William A. Bowen.on a 
murder charge last week, is 
a case in point. 

During the two week 
trial before Common Pleas 
Judge Clifford Rader, ‘tes- 
fimony from two witnesses, 
one alive and the other 
dead, named Bowen as the 
killer of William S. Mayo, 
Sept. 1, 1978. 

Th@iead witness, 
Richard Widner, testified 
during Bowen's first 
murder trial last.year, that 
he was with him-when he 
gunned down Mayo at his 
home, 1248 Gresham Rd. 
The jurors voted 11 to 1 for 
acquittal. 

Herbert McKnight, the 

third man involved in the 
murder-burglary case, tes- 
tified live during the recent 
trial, McKnight and Widner 
both had been given 

, immunity from the prose- 
cution in exchange for their 
testimony. 

Widner, who was killed in 
a shootout allegedly over a 
drug transaction after the 
first trial, had testified that 
he accompanied Bowen to 
Mayo’s home for the pur-

He then 
accompfinied them to 
Hoovers Dam where the 
murder weapon was dis- 
carded. 

He also related that 
Bowen selected the place 
to burglarize by picking the 
address and phone number 
from the phone directory. 
He would phone the 
number and if no one ans- 
wered, that was the house 
they would hit.

Bond resisted and DeLeo 
said he shot. him twice. 
Afterward, Ucker drove 
him along Alumn Creek 
where the murder weapon 
was ditched. :

Counselor’s Work 
Is. Often A Matter 
_ Of Life And Death. 


During the past five 
years, approximately 2,000 
patients have received 
psychiatric care at St. 
Ann's Hospital 

Part of that care was delte 
vered by Eddie Bennett, 
mental health counselor. 
Bennett, a psychiatric unit 
staff member since the 
unit's opening, helps to 
take care of certain needs 
of clients. 

“First, .1 am involved with 
problem assessment," 
Bennett said. “Then | work 
to get the client, and family, 
if possible, involved in the 
treatment program.” 

In an.example, Bennett 
described a patient as 
being a person with suici- 
dal tendencies 

“There may be many rea- 
sons for that person to 
attempt suicide--financial 
or marital problems, or feel- 
ing trapped in. a certain 
job,” he said 

“My primary concern is 
to get that client to agree 
not to hurt himself or her- 
self while on the unit. The 
doctors and nurses work 
on the treatment program 
and | as a counselor help

Until the indictments gotten 
from a consenting grand jury by County 
Prosecutor John T. Corrigan, nobody 
around Cleveland paid any attention to 
carnival operations. A 

It was only in recent years that carnivals 
were more generally seen on the east side 
of Cleveland. However, churches, 
schools and other types of organizations 
on the west side and in the suburbs have 
sponsored carnivals for years as fund 
raisers. Gambling was openly advertised. 

As long as the police department 
issued carnival permits, nobody paid any 
attention to what games were played. It 
was only when Black participation 
became visible that, overly zealous repor- 
ters began sensing the racial angle; that 
these over night scandals emerged. 

Now that Judge George Tyack has 
refused to be stampeded or brow-beaten 
by the County Prosecutor's office, all of 
the Carnival cases have been dismissed.

The Plain Dealer, in editorializing ‘on 
the actions of the County Prosecutor, 
said: “Either there was not enough evi- 
dence to go to trial - and they should not 
have gone to trial - or there was inade- 
quate prosecution.” 

This trouble started when Prosecutor 
Corrigan inveigied the grand jury in

The data 
from Haitian journalist and others who have 
successfully immigrated to this country, sup-- 
ports information that the apparatus of 
repression established under Francois (Papa 
Doc) Duvalier remains in place under his son, 
Jean-Claude Duvalier. In fact, our own State 
Department has visited Haiti and suggested 
that many who leave, do so under political

Pouring greater resources into a renewed 
arms race denies those resources to domestic 
industries.

The carnival trials with their acquittals, 
have ushered.in a new era for Black peo- 
ple in Ohio. There is a new togetherness. 
A realization that, pernicious racism.in 
the hands of bigots, knows no difference 
between Blacks. That old cliche that: “all 
niggers looks alike,” is their motto. 

These carnival trials accentuated the 
fact that there is a determined movement 
in the United States to discredit any and 

‘all Negroes who rise to positions of power 
and prominence. Thereis no question bul 
that George Forbes was the main target 
the racist. Without his involvement, there 
would not have been any indictments or }. 
trials, It is unfortunate that the prosecu- 
tor's office was used for this hatchet act. 
However, those involved in the carnival 
cases, are not the only ones targeted for 
prosecution. It remains to be seen 
whether, incensed and: piqued by his 
defeat in the carnival cases, Prosecutor 
John T. Corrigan-will now intensify his 
efforts to try to discredit other Negroes. . 

Blacks in Cleveland have come through 
a very traumatic experience. Fortunately, 
so far, we have kept our cool. This is an 
experience we: will not soon forget. We 
still have remedies tofretaliate.In 
this, we must again bring into play Black 
unity in such a way, that those who seek 
to discredit and destroy Black leadership, 
will think twice or many. times -before 
embarking on other witch hunts. 


In spite of all this, the United States, through 
the Department of Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service, district office in Miami, Fla. 
has continued to treat these people under 

“spscialProcedures”, (i.e. not applied to other 
refuaees), The Congressional Black Caucus ~ 
reports that white ine nomiialgatestdeporta-_ 
tion hearings are 10 per day, Haitians, on the 
other hand, are having their hearings and 
being deported at a rate of 150 per day.

Qur response to Russia's renewed milita-

costly approaches. Diplomaticefforts, 
stronger defense measures by our allies, and 
calm, sound strategies can go further than an 
arms race that doesn’t add to our defense 
capabilities while weakening our strongest 
point -- our domestic economy. - 

Whatever decisions are made on defense 
needs, they must not be used as an excuse to 
cut domestic programs vitally needed by the 
poor. The strongest defense remains a united 
nation at peace with itself, and that mandates

It 
was incorporated on 
October 3, 1915, under the 
laws of the District of 
Columbia. The Association 
was organized “to treat the 


9,_1875. He - records--of 


was the son of former 
slaves, James Woodson 
and Annie Eliza Riddle 
Woodson. His family was 
large and poor, and he, 
consequently was unable 
to attend the local school 
during much of its five- 
month term because he 
was needed by his parents 
to work on the farm. How- 
ever, by the age of seven- 
teen, he had by self- 
instruction mastered the 
‘basics of common school 
subjects. It was also during 
this year that he moved 
with his family to Hunting- 
ton, West Virginia. Here he 
went to work as a miner in 
the coal fields. 

In personality, Or. 
‘ Woodson has been charac- 
terized as having been a 
lone-wolf who was persist- 
ent_and_ almost. dogmatic: 
Thisis understandable 


_ when one recalls that here 


was a man with a mission. 
At the age of twenty, he 
entered Dougiass High 
School of Huntington, 
West Virginia, and in less 
than two uears completed 
his courses. He went on to 
earn both a baccalaureate 
and Master of Arts degree 
from the University of Chi- 
cago. The next year, he 
‘began studying at Harvard 
University. So that he could 
do research for his disser- 
tation at the Library of 


. .Congress, in 1908, he 


began teaching French, 
Spanish, English and His- 
tory in the public schools of 
the District of Columbia. 
In 1912, his dissertation, 
“The Disruption of: Virgi- 


nia,” was accepted by Har- 


vard.and he was awarded - 


the degree of Doctor of Phi- 


. losophy. Afterwards, he 


served as Dean of-the 


School of Liberal Arts at. 


Howard University, but left 
because he did not agree 
with certain administration 
policies. He, eventually, 
gave up teaching alto- 
gether for this-same 
reason. 

One of Dr. Woodson's 
major contributions to the 
historival protession came 
in 1915. On September 9, 
1915, DOr. Woodson met 

‘ with four other persons in 
the office of the Executive 


Y.M.G.A. and organized the 
Association for the Study 


cally and to publish ‘the 
findings to the warld'.”-On 
“January 1, 1916, Woodson 
published the first issue of 
the Journal of Negro His- 
tory, the official organ of 
the Association. The cost 
of this first issue was about 
$400.00 which was person- 
ally financed by Dr. Wood- 
son. During his tenure as 
editor of the journal, it 
never missed a single 
issue. 

Dr. Woodson was also 
responsible for the estab- 
lishment of “Negro History 
Week.” Working with the 
Omega Psi Phi Fraternity, 
Inc., he launched this 
annual celebration in 1926. 
Out of this venture grew the 
need for a popular periodi- 
cal on black history. He met 
this need by beginning the 
-publication of the NEGRO 
HISTORY BULLETIN in 
October of 1937. __ 

Dr. Charlies Wesley eul- 
ogized Carter Godwin 
Woodson by saying, “here 
was aman who was ascho- 
lar but he was more than 
this. He was a discoverer, a 
contributor, and organizer, 

disseminator, and a 

etender, all in the cause of 
truth.” Even being all of 


these, he still died without , 


realizing hisiife ambition of 
writing the ENCYCLOPE- 
DIA AFRICANA. Perhaps 
he had foreseen this when 
he wrote,”....a man has 
but so much energy to 
spend in this life. If he has 
to work always against 
handicaps he must finally 
fall short of his possibili- 
ties, and the country which 
hampers him for the appar- 
ent benefit of the privileged 
class is hanging a mill 
stone about its neck.”

The growing numbers of black youth who are unem- 
ployed — as high as 70 percent in some urban ghetto 
communities >should be cause for nationwide concer. 
Industries and businesses pay for the results of (Wis 
“selected group" unemployment to the tune of 20 percent 


or more of their taxes to cover the public costs of oon-, 


sequent crime and‘variety of forms of public support, 


The chronically unemployed who have become drap- ; 


outs from the nation's economic life secure an estimated 
40 to 70 percent of their subsistence support from mug- 
gings, robberies and shoplifting. The attendant fears on 
our streets, in public transportation, and even in our parks 
and in our homes adds tremendously to the psychologi- 
cal costs which all of us must either directly or indirectly 
pay. - 
The American public as a whole ought to be awafe, 

then, that the persistent presence of our menace of stag- 

geringly high black youth unemployment is not a case for 

generalized treatment, such as by increasing overall 
, employment or job opportunities. 

Black youth Unemployment — now twice the average of 
white youth and upwards to three or four times the medial 
level for all forms of unemployment — which has been 
with us for two decades must be defined as a select prob- 


lem calling for specific remedies. It is a clear case forthe .

in the past, black youth unemployment has been dealt 
with as a part of other broad categories of unemployment,

Mr. Elkins also said “about 25 percent of tiv 
dollars put into a coal-fired plant today are spent 
on environmental equipment.’ 

The cost can be much higher than that'when 
the electric companies are required to install ex- 
pensive new equipment on older. plants. In the 
case of one Ohio plant built ten years ago, this 
cost amounts to 66 percent of what it cost to build 
the entire plant. 

This enormous cost will produce only a 4.4 
percent improvement in air quality.
